A VisiT TO OLD PUT’S GALLOWS. 
An Incident of the Revolution. 

Near Peekskill, not far from the main road, 
stands a clump of forest trees, among which 
an aged hickory is conspicuous. It bore for 
a long time, and still bears, I believe in the 
name of ‘Old Put’s Gallows,’ from the fact 
that many a tory spy, skinner and thieving 
cow-boy had swung from its branches when 
Putnam commanded on the lines. 

Inthe early part of ugust 1777, Gen. 
Tryon was at the British outposts,near Kings- 
bridge. It will he remembered that he was 
royal,Governor‘of New York at the *om- 
mencement of the Revolution, and a full Colo- 
nel of British Regulars. _ After the war broke 
out he was placed on actual service, and rais- 
ed'to a General’s rank, with power to recruit 
and equip a tory corps or brigade from the 
Americans who yet remained royal to the 
crown and§{Government of Britain. 

For a long time it had been a favorite pro- 
ject with Putnam than ao attempt should be 
made to re-capture the city of New York. 
From all accounts it appears that Washington 
did not dislike the plan, but not wishing to 
hazard at that time the risk of a defeat.
